A new Lecture therefore muſt be founded by Sir Francis Walſirghane 
Principal Secretary of Eſtate, a man of Great Abilities in the Schools 
of Policy, and extreme hater of the Popes and Church of Rome, and no _ 
leſs favourable unto thoſe of the Puritan Faction.

Church, where Przor the $#b-deaz uſed to preach; tothe end that he 
and others of the Prebendaries might take notice of it. '. Found by the 
Pariſh-Clerk, and by him' put into the hands of the Curate, by them 
communicated unto others, who took Copies of it, and in ſhort time 
divulged it over all the City. The City was at that timemuch'pe- 
ſtered with the Puritan Faction, which was grown multitudinousand 
- ſtrong by reaſon of the'ſmall abode which the Dean and Prebendaries 
made amongſt them, the dull connivence of their Biſhop, and the re- 
miſs Government of their Metropolitan, fo that it ſeemed both ſafe 
and eafie to ſome of the Rabble to make an out-cry in all places, that 
Popery was coming 1n 3 that the tranſlating of the Communion Table 
into ax Altar, with the worſhip and obeyſance which were done toit, 
were Popiſh ſuperſtitions, and thelike. Foxes, one of the Aldermen 
of the City, and a Juſtice of the Peace withal, cauſed ſome of the prin- 
cipal difperſers of this Libellous Letter tobe brought before him,com- 
mitted ſome of them to priſon, and threatned tobind the reſtto their _ 
good behaviour. But fearing leſt his qwn power might not beſuffi- 
cienttocruſh that Faftion which had begun to gather ſtrength by long 
connivence, he adviſed that the buſineſs might bereferred tothe H;gh 
Commiſſioners, as men more ableto deal with them. Notice hereof 
| being given to the new Dean by ſome Letters thence, bearing date 
Feb. 21, he addreſſed this Letter abovementioned tothe Biſhop of Glo- 
cefter : In which he defired fuch Favour: and Equity at his hands, -as 
that his Lordſhip would jointo reform ſach Tongues and Pensas knew.

This was the firſt ſtep toward the ſuppreſſing of that Reputation 
which Calvinand his Writings had attained unto in that Univerſity 3 
anda good ſtep it might have been, if Dr. Goodwin, Dean of Chriſt- 
Church, who was then Vice-Chancellor, had not been Father-in-law 
to Prideaux, or rather if Frideaux himſelf bad approved the Articles, 
or that Dr. Berfield of Corpus Chriſtz, the other Profeſſor for Divinity, 
a grave but ſedentary man, had been aGtye in it. But howſoever be- 
ing publiſhed, though it went no farther, it gave ſuch a general Alarm 
to the Puritan Fadon, that the terrour of 1t could not be forgotten.in 
20 years after: CertainTam, that1n the year 1636. 1twas charged by 
H. Burton of Friday-ſtreet for an Innovition, one of the many Tnnova- 
t50ns introduced by Land, and others of the Prelatical party, to ſab- 
vert Religiorv. But leaving them to the folly of their own affright- 
ments, let us look back unto the King, who.being confident that he 
had left the Univerſity in aready way for coming to an Unity in mat- 
ters of Doctrine, prepared for his Journey into Scotland, with a like 
confidence of effecting an Uniformity in Forms of Worſhip : A matter 
of conſequence and weight, and therefore to be. mana ed! by able Mi- 
niſters, ſuch as knew how to winde and turn the Preckpvatiamy of that 
Kingdom, if matters ſhould proceed to a Diſputation.

1, The general Complaints of all ſorts of People, as 
he paiſed thorow Lazcaſhire, of the Reſtraint of thoſe innocent and 
lawful Paſtimes on that day, which by the Rigors of ſome Preachers 
and Miniſters of Juſtice, had been laid yuponthem. 2. The hindrance 
of the Converſion of many Papiſis, who by this means were made to 
think, that-the Prote5Zart Religion was inconſiſtent with. all harmleſs 
and modeſt Recregtion#s, 3. That by debarring them from all man-

their daily Labours, they were made unaftive, unable. and nnfit for 
-Warriors, if either himſelf or any of his Succeſfors ſhauld have ſuch 
occalion to employ them. | 4. That men being hindred fram theſe o- 
pen Paſtimes, betook themſelves to Tipling-hauſes, and thereabuſed 
themſelves with Drunkenneſs, and cenſured in their Cups his Maje- 
{ties Proceedings both in Church and State. Next for the Liberties

Thattheſe Paſtimes ſhould: be no impediment 
orlettto the publick Duties of that day. 2, ThatnoRecuſantſhould

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And, 4. That the benefit thereof ſhould redound to none but ſuch as 


kept themſelyes in their own Pariſhes. Such'was the ſubſtance of his 
Majeſties Declaration about Lawf#l sports, which raifed' great cla- 
mour at the preſent, but greater when revived in the Reign of King 
Charles (at what time we ſhall find Laxd charged for theRe-publiſhing 
of it.) ſo much the greater, by how much the more the $abbatar;arn 
DoF#rines had prevailed amonglt us. | 
This being done for the diſcountenancing of the Calvznian Fattion 
here at home, we muſt next ſee what was done abroad on the ſame 
account; that which was done abroad 1n relation to it, being of great 
concernment tothis Church, and therefore neceſſary to be known in 
reference to the perſon of whomT write.

others : A matter very unplealing to the Rigid Calvinians informing - 


"againſt him to the State for ſeveral Heterodoxies repugnant to'the re- 


ceived Doftrine of thoſe Churches. , Arminizs for fix years. before, 
had by exchange of Letters betwixt him and Juniws, maintained the 
MelanTFhonian Doltrines 1n'thoſe points of Controverlie before re- 
membred 3 which Papers being diſperſed abroad in ſeveral Copies 
(but not publiſhedrill afterhis death, and then publiſhed.by.the name 
of Amica Collatio, &c.) gave the Calvinians ſome fair colour for their 
information : But the butineſs being heard at the Hagye, he wasacquit- 
ted by his Judges, diſpatch 'd for Leyder, and there confirmed in his 
place 3 towards which, the Teſtimonial Letters, ſent from the Church 
of Amſterdam, did not help alittle; in which Letters he ſtands com- 
mended for a man of unblamable life, (b) ſound Dottrine, and fair 
behaviour, as may beſeenatJarge inthe Oration which was made at 
his Funeral, inthe Divinity Schools of Leydex, on the 22. of.0Fober, 
Anno 1609. During his ſitting in that Chair, he drew unto him a great 
part of that Univerſity, who by the Piety of the man, his powerful 
Arguments, hisextreme diligence in the place, and theclear light of 


Reaſon, which appeared in all his Diſcourſes, were ſo wedded unto 


his Opinions, that no time nor trouble could divorce them : For 4rmz-

But 
theſe Tongue-combates did produce a further miſchief then was ſale 
pected at the firſt; for the Caſvixians hoping to regain by Power what 
they loſt by Argument, patthemſelvesunder the Proteftion of Man- 
rice van Naſſau, Prince of Orange, Commander Genetal of the Forces - 
of the United Provinces, both by Sea and Land. The Remonſtrants 
on the other ſide applyed themſelves unto Johz Olden Barnevelt, a 
principal Counſellor of State, and of great Authority in his Country : 
Who fearing the Greatneſs of the Prince,and having (or thinking that 
he had) ſome cauſe to doubt that he aimed atan abſolute Soveraignty 
_ over thoſe Eſtates, did chearfully entertain the offer, in hope toform 

ſucha Party by them, as, with the help of ſome other good Parriots, 
might make a ſufficient Counter-ballance againſc that defign. But 
' Barzevejts projets being diſcovered, he was firſt feized on by the. 
Prince, together with Groti#s  Leidenburgins, and others of his chief 
"Adherents3 and that being done, he ſhewed himſelf with his Forces 
before ſuch Towns and Citiesas had declaredin favour of them; re-. 
ducing them under his Command, changing their Magiſtrates, and 
putting new Garriſons into them. Next followed the Arraignment

name and memory to ſucceeding Ages: To which end upon 1Midlent 
Sunday, Arno 1620. accompanied by the Prince, attended by the 
Marqueſs of Buckingham, the Biſhops, Lords, and moſt of the princi- 
pal Gentlemen about the Court, he intended to vilit St. Pauls. From 
Temple-bar he was conducted in moſt ſolemn manner. by the Lord 
Mayor and Aldermen of Loxdor : and at his entrance into the Church, 
received undera Canopy by the Dean and Carvns,attired in rich Cope-, 


and other Eccleſiaſtical Habits; Being by them brought into the 


Quire, he heard with very great reverence and devotion the Divine 
Service of the day moſt ſolemnly performed with Orgars, Cornets, and 
Sagbuts, accompanied and intermingled with ſuch excellent voices that 


ſeemed rather to enchant than chant. The Divine Service being - 
done, he went unto aplace prepared, where he heard the Sermon at the 
_ Croſs, preached by theeloquent and religious Prelate, Dr. John King, 


Lord Biſhop of Loxdoz. The Sermon being ended, the Collation be- 
gan; His Majeſty attended with all the Lords, and the reſt of his 
Train, being entertained by the ſaid Lord Biſhop at a ſumptuous Ban- 

net, withno leſs honour to himſelf than content to his Majeſty. But 
there was more intended by this Viſit than Pomp and Oſtentation on- 
ly. For his Majeſty having taken a view of the ruinous Eſtate in which 
he beheld that goodly Fabrick, iſſued notlong after a Commil/zon for

Now as his Majeſty and the Church were exerciſedon the one fide 

by the Puritan FaQtion, ſowere they no leſs troubledand diſquieted 
by the Popiſh Party onthe other. The Prieſts and Jeſuites, uponthe 
breaking up of the Parliament; and the Proceedings of the Treaty, 
grew to ſuch an heightof confidence, that they openly began to pra- 
ctiſe on ſome perſons of Honour for ſeducing them and their depen- 
dants to the See of Rome. ' Amonglt whom there was none more 
aimed at than the Counteſs of Burkinghanm, whom if they could gain 
unto their Party, they doubted not but by her means to win the Mar- 
queſs, and by his power to obtain a toleration attheleaſt of their Su- 
-perſtition. The Lady beginning to ſtagger in her refolutions; and. 
Fiſher the Jeſuite (who had undertaken the task) continually preffing 
her by frefh arguments to declare her ſelf, it came at laft to the Kings K 
knowledge, who was not wanting to diſcourſe with her for her fatis- 
faction. At that time Dr. Francis White, Reftor of Saint Peter in 
| Cornhil, was Reader of the Divinity Lefturein the Charclrof Saint 
Parl, by which he had gained an high eſteem\amongſt his Auditors, 
not oaly for his honeſt Zeal againſt the Papiſts, inthole (asthey were 
ten thought) Pendulous times: but for a notable dexterity in the 
managing of all points'of Controverſie.. No'man thought fitter than * 
this DofQor to encounter” Fiſher. | And to that end; in the 'begin+ 
ning of this year, he was-defired by-the Marqueſs ts holda Confe- 
rence with the Jeſuite, at which his Mother being preſent, mighthear 
what anſwers would be given'to ſuch-Objeftions '& hd beew made 
againſt this Church,.-and the Religion here by Law eſtabliſhed.”

This Book came out about the latter end of December, and coming

All which appear by plain and evident proofs in our ſaid introduitior, 
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PART I. tohave been the true original and native Dottrines of this Church at 
Aims Dom. her firſt Reformation. But Calviniſm bad ſo over-ſpreadithe face of 
162 4: this Church, by Humphries long fitting in the: Chair at Oxon. :and the 
SSD diſcountenancing of Peter Baro at Cambridge, that the natural Do- 
&rines and Determinations of it were either ſo forgotten, : that they 
were not known, orelſe ſo over-powred,-that-none durſt undertake 
to own them. And ſo it ſtood till the breaking' outof the Predeſtira- 
riau Quarrels in the Zelgzc& Churches, between Arminizs and his Fole 
lowers on the one fide, and the Aigid Calvinzans'on the other. The 
Books which had been written/on both ſides, being purpoſely dif- 
perſed abroad, to, encourage and- encreaſe their ſeveral Parties, 
 croſs'dover the Seas into Erglard-alſoz where being diligently ſtu- 
_ died, either out of curioſity, or defire of knowledge, they awaked 
© , many out of that deadſleep in which they were, to look with better 
' eyes into the true and native Dodrines of this Church, than before 
they did. . Amongſt the firſt which publickly appeared that way at 
Oxo#. after the coming out of the ſaid Books, were Land and Houſor, 
"whom 4bbot then Dr. of the Chair, and 7ice-chancellor alſo, expoſed 
to as much diſgrace as by his Place and Power he could lay upon 
them. * Amongſtthe firſt at Cambridge were Tompſon, a Dutchman by 
original (if I benot miſtaken in the man) and Aichardſor the Maſter 
of Trizity Colledge. The fir{t of theſe had writ a Book: touching 
Falling away from Grace, entituled, De interciſjone Gratie, & Juſtifi- 
cationis; to which Abbot of Oxon. above-mentioned returned an an- 
ſwer. The other being a corpulcat man, was publickly reproach'd in 
. St. Maries Pulpitin his own Univerſity, by the name of a Fat-bellied 
Arminian. By that name they were called in Holland, which adhered 
not unto. Cakvir's Dottrine, though many. had formerly maintained 
theſe Opinions in thoſe. Churches, before var Harmine came to' the 
Chair of Leydex. And by that name they -muſt be called in Emegland 
alſo, though the ſame Doctrines had been here publickly Authorized 
and Taught before he was. born. - Sothat the entitling of theſe Do- 
ftrines to the name of Armzniz5,ſeems tobe like the nominating of the 
.great Weſtern Continent by the name of America; of which firlt Chri- 
ſtopher Colambus, and afterward the two Cabats; Father and Son, had 
made many great and notable Diſcoveries, before A4mericits Veſputiaus 
ever ſaw thoſe Shores. Howloever theſe Doctrines muſt be called by 
the name of Arminianiſm, and by that name Xountague ſtands accuſed 
by the two i»forwers, though he proteſts in his Appeal, that he had 
neverſeenany of the Writings of 4rminins; and that he did noother»- 
wile maintain thofe Doftrines, than as they were commended to him 
by the Church of Eng/and, and juſtified by the unanimonsconſentof = 
the Antient Fathers.

Succeſlor, and certain other of the Biſhops, a great part of it at their 
own Charge, andthe Reſidue by a general Contribution over all the 
Kingdom. The Biſhops next in Place and Dignity to the Metropo- 
litans, and alſo Deans of the Epiſcopal Colledge for the Province of 
Canterbury; by which Office he isnot only to prefide over the reſt of 
the Biſhops at Synodical Meetings, 1n caſe the Metropolitan be dead or 
abſent; but to receive his Mandates for aſſembling $y5zods, and other 
buſineſles of the Church 3 and having ſo received them, to intimate 
the power and effect. thereof to the Suffragan Prelates. As for the 
'Dioceſs of Loxdor, it contains in it the whole Counties of Middleſex

Thatif he 
had ſtood at God Almighties Elbow when he made the world, he 
would have-put him in mind of ſome things which had been forgotten, | 
or otherwiſe might have been better ordered than\they were. And 
give me leave to ſay, with as little wiſdom, (though with noſuch blaſ- 
phemy) thatif I had ſtood at his Lordſhips Elbow when he made 
theſe $cholia's, I would have put him in mind of returning an anſwer 
to that Clauſe of the ſaid Declaration, in which it is affirmed, That 
the Articles of Religion were eſtabliſhed in Parliament in the thirteeuth of 
Pxeen-Elizabeth. But I would fain know of them whether the-Par- 
liament they ſpeak of, or any other fince or before that time, did.take 
upon them to confirm Articles of Religion, agreed.on by the Clergy 

 1n their Convocations, or that they appointed any Committee for 

Religion to examine the Orthadoxie of thoſe Articles, and make re- 
port unto the Houſe. All which was done in that. Parliament was 
this, and on this occaſion. Some Minifters of the Church ſo ftiffly 
weddedto their old 1@ymſimns of the Maſs 3 and ſome as army 
proſecuting their new $1uzpſimns of inconformity, it was thought fit 

.. that between thoſe contending parties, the Dofrineof the Church 
ſhould be kept inviolate. And thereupon it was EnaGted, That every 

. perſon under the degree of a Biſhop, which did or ſhould pretend to 
be a Prieſt or Miniſter of Gods holy Word and Sacraments in the 
Church of Ezglad, ſhould before chriſt next _ YE in the 
preſence of his Dioceſan Biſhop, teſtitie his aſſent -and ſubſcribe to 
the {aid Articles of the year 1562. Secondly, That after fuch fub- 
icribing before the Biſbop, .he ſhould on ſome Sunday in the Fore- 
noon inthe Church or Chappet where he ſerved, in time of Divine 
Service read openly the ſaid Articles, on pain of being deprived of 
all. his Eccleſiaſtical Promotions as if he were then naturally dead. 
Thirdly, That if any Eccleſiaſtical perſon ſhould maintain any Do- 
ctrine contrary to any of the ſaid Articles, and being Convented be- 
fore his Biſhop, ec. and ſhould perſiſt therein, it ſhould bejuſt cauſe 
to deprive fuch perſon of his Eccleſiaſtical Promotions. | Fourthly, 
Thatall perſons tobe admitted to any Benefice with cure, ſhould like- 
wiſe ſubſcribe to the ſaid Articles, and publickly read the ſamein the 
open Church, within two months after their Induction, with declara- 
tion of theirunfeigned aſſent to the ſame, on the pain aforeſaid. In 
all which there was nothing done to confirm theſe Artieles, but only 
- a pious care expreſled for reformation of ſuch diforders as were like 
to riſe amongſt the Miniſters of the Church by requiring their ſub- 
ſcription and affent unto them under ſuch temporal puniſhments, which 
at that time the Canons of the Church had not laid upon them. 


But 
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Biſhop, who: had thus ſeafonably manifeſted both his Zeal : 
ment 1n-refsrence*to the peace of the Church in general; nor ſhewed 
he leſs in reference to the' peace of that Univerſity, which had the 
happineſs and honour of his Education. The Proctorſhip had before 
been carried by a combination of ſome houſes againſt the reſt ; the 
weaker. ſide-calling imſtrangers and non-refidents to 'give voices for 
them. For remedy whereof a Letter'in another year was procured 
from the'Earl of Pexzbroke, then Chancellour &f that Univerſity, by 


which itwas declared, that only ſuch as were actually Reſidents ſhould 


be admitted to their Safirages in the ſaid Eledtions; which Letter 
was proteſted againſt by the ProFors for the year 1627. as knowing 
how deſtructive it was of 'therr plot' and party : And on the 'other 
fide, ſuch Colledges as had many Chappelries, and other places, 


which were removable at pleaſure, inveſted many which came out- 


of the Country inthe fard Offices and Places one after another, there: 
by admitting them'for the time into afual reſidence. In which eſtate 
things ſtood when the great competition Was, April 23. 1628. be: 
twixt 3Hzamſon of Magaalens, and More of New-Colledoe on the one 
fide, and Brxuch of Brazen-noſe , with Lloyd of Jeſus Colledge on the 
other ſide. "Theſe laft pretending foul play to be offered to theni 
| (as indeed it was not very fair) made their appeal unto the King 3 
before whom the proceedings being heard and examined, williamſon 
and Llogd were returned Prodfors for that year, the laſt pretending 
Kindred to the Dutcheſs of Buckingham. And to prevent the like 
diforders for the time to come, it was reſolved by the King, with the 
Advice of his Council, but of Lad: eſpecially ,- that the Profors 
ſhould from thenceforth- be choſen by their ſeveral Colledges, each 
Colledge having more or fewer turns, according to the number and 
oreatneſ(s of their Foundations. To which enda Cycle was deviſed, 


containing a perpetual Revolution of three and twenty years, within 


which Latitude of time, Chriſf?-Church was to enjoy fix Proftors, 
Maedalen five, New-Colledge four, Merton, All-Souls, Exeter, Brazen- 
Noſe, St. Johns, and Wadham Colledges to have three apiece; Tri- 
nity, Queens, Orial, and Corpus Chrifts to have only two 3 the reſt, 
that is to ſay, Univerſity, Baliol, Lincoln, Jeſus, and Pembroke, but 
one alone; which Cycle was ſo contrived, that every Colledge knew 
their turn before it came, and did accordingly reſolve on the fitteſt 
man to ſapply the place. And for. the more peaceable ordering of 
ſuch other matters in the Univerſity, as had relation thereunto, ſome 
Statutes were digeſted by Lad, and recommended by the King tothe 
ſaid Univerſity, where they were chearfully received, without con- 
tradiftion, and Entred on Record in the Publick Regiſtersin Decem- 
ber following. Yet wasnot this the only good turn which that Uni- 
verlity received from him in this Year : For in thetwo Months next 
enſning, heprocured no fewer than 260 Greek, Manuſcripts to be gi- 
ven unto the Publick Library 3 that is to fay, 240 of them by the Mu- 
wmficence of the Earl of Pembroke, and 20by the Bounty of Sir Thomas

Anno Dom. vers Adjournments had been put off till the twentieth of Jaxmary, 
1628. - was neerat hand. And that the Meeting \might be more agreeable 
WY De. (5 his Intendments, his Majeſty was adviſed to ſmooth and prepare his 
| way unto it, firſt by removing of ſome Rubs, and after by ſome po- 
pular Afts of Grace and Favour. $avil of Torkſ:re, a bufte man 
in the Houſe of Commons, but otherwiſe a politick and prudent 
Perſon, he had taken off at the end of the former Parhament, by 
making him one of his Privy Council, and preferring him to be 
Comptroller of his Houſhold, in the place of $#ck/izgthen deceaſed 5 
and at the end of the laſt Seffion had raiſed him to the honour of Lord 
Savil of PontfraF. Competitor with $avi! in all his EleGtions for 
that County , had been Sir Thomas Wentworth of Wentworth Woad- 
houſe, a man of moſt prodigious Parts, which: he had made uſe of at 
firſt in favour of the Popular Faction, and for refuſing of the Loa had 
been long impriſoned. He looked on the Preferments of $4avi/ Chisold- 
Adverſary) with no ſmall diſdain, taking himfelf to be, as indeed he 
was,as much above himin Revenue, as in Parts and Power. To ſweeten 
and demulce this man, Sir Richard Weſton then Lord Treaſurer, crea- 
| tedafterwards Earl of Portland, uſed his beſt endeavours; and having 
gained him to the King, not only procured him to be one&of his Maje- 
ſties Privy Council; but to be made Eord Preſident of the North, and 
advanc'd unto the Title of Y:ſtount Wentworth; by which he over- 
topped the $azills both in Court and Country. Being ſo gained unto 
the King, he became the moſt devout Friend of the Church, the great- 
eſt Zealot for advancing the Monarchical Intereſt,and the ableſt Mini- 
ſter of State both for Peace and War, that any of our former Hifto- 
ries have afforded to us. He had not long frequented the Council- 
Table, when Land and he, coming to a right underſtanding of one 
another, .entred intoa League of ſuch inviolable Friendſhip, that no- 
thing but the inevitable ſtroke of Death could part them 3 and join- 
ing hearts and hands together, co-operated from thenceforth for ad- 
vancing the Honour of the Church, and his Majeſties Service. 
Theſe Matters being carried thus, to aſſure himſelf of two ſuch Per- 
ſons, 1n which he very mach pleaſed himſelf, his Majeſty muſt do ſome- 
thing alſo to pleaſe the People 3 and nothing was conceived could 
have pleaſed them more, than to grant them their defires in matters 
which concerned Religion, and beſtow Favours upon ſuch men as 
were dear unto them. In purſuance of his gracious Anſwer to the 
Lords and Commons, touching Prieſts and Jeſuits, the growth of 
Popery, and obſtinacy of Recuſants, he had cauſed his Proclamation 
to be iſſued on the third of Azgxft, for putting the Laws and Statutes 
made againſt Jeſuits, Prieſts, and Popiſh Recuſants, in due Execution: 
And now he adds another to it, dated on the eleventh day of Decem- 
ber, forthe Apprehenſion of Kzchard $mith a Popiſh Prieſt, ſtyling and 
calling himſelf the Biſhop of Chalcedor, 'a dangerous man, and one 
who under colour of a Foreign Title, exerciſed all manner of Epiſco- 
Hiſt of K, PAI Juriſdiction in the Church of E-gland.

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PART I. part in hired houſes. For though at the foundation ofthe Biſhaprick 
Anno Dom. Of Oxon, in the Abbey of am ay appointed Gloceſter Hall for 
16 2 9. the' Biſhops Palace yet whenthat: foundation was diſſolved,:and the 
LAYRL Biſhops Sec removed to Chriſt Church, the Grant of :Gloceſter Hall 
was diffolved alſo.

The $2bbatarian Dofrines \ 
had been'broached by 'Bowrd in the fame year wherein'the nine Ar- 
rictes had been made at Lambeth : Which being oppoſed by Archbi- 
ſhop Phiteift, and never admitted 'tn this Church, were by the cun- 
ning ofthatFation, and the zeal or diligence of this man, incorpo- 
rated into the Body of the Articles for the Church'of treland: in 
which it-is declared for a Doftrinal Point, That . the firſt day of the 
Week, which is the Lords-day, is wholly to be dedicated to the Service of 
Gods and therefore we are Bound therein to reſt from our common and 
daily Buſineſs, and to beſtow that leiſure upon holy Exon, both Publick 
and Private. And becdiſe he concluded in himſelf that the Pape was . 
Antichriſt, that alſo muſt be made an Article of this Confeffion, in 
which we find it in thefe words, viz. The Biſhop of Rome 3s ſo.far from 
being the 'Supreau Head of the Univerſal Church, that his Works and 
Dottrines do plainly diſcover him to be the Man of Sin, foretold in the 
Holy Scripture, whom the Lord ſhall conſume with the Spirit of his mouth, 
,And aboliſh with the brightneſs of his comting. Add hereunto,jThat the 
Plantation of the Scots in VIſter Cunhappily projected 1n the time of 
King James) brought in fo machT#r#aziſer, ſuch a contempt of Bi- 
ſhops, ſuch a negle& of the Publick Liturgie, and other Divine Offices 
of this Church, that there was nothihig Teſs tobe found e's 35en 
than the Dofrine, Government,and Formms of Worſhip eſtabliſhed in 
the Church of England.” The Papzſts in the thean time encreafing 
more and more, grew atthe laſt tofo great a confidence, by the claſh- 
ings here in F-gland betwixt the King and his Parliaments, that they 
ud themſelves great hope of a Toleration : Aud poely enough 
they might have obtained ſomewhat like it, if the Triſh Brhope Had 
not.joyned together in a Proteſtatzor to the contrary, and cauſed it 
to be publiſhed in the Pulpit by the Biſhop of Derry, with infivite 
Acclamations of the Proteſtant Hearers.  Howſoever, the loſt Hopes 
had ſo far emboldened thern, that they ſet up ſoine Religious Houſes 
evea it Dubl;z-it ſelf, ſhewed themſelves openty in their Fridrs Ha- 
bits, pubteRy affronted abe 6nly'the Mayor, but the Archbiſhop 
of thar City: This conitif to his Majeſties knowledge, he cauſed his

Andof this We command all Our Judges, Juitices 

of the Peace as well within Liberties as without, Mayors, Bayliffs, Conſla- 

bles, and other Officers, to take notice, and to ſee obſerved, as they tender 

Our diſpleaſure. And We further Will, That Publication of this Our Com- 
mand be made by Order from the Biſhops, thorow allthe Pariſh Churches of 

_ ſeveral Dioceſſes reſpeFively. Given at our Palace at Weſtminſter,

His Majeſty had ſcarce dried his Pen, when he dipt it in the Ink a-. 
vain, upon this occaſion: The Pariſhioners of St. Gregories in Saint

of Tork, in which place he died. Many good Offices he had done to 


' the Church and Church-men in his attendance at the Court, croſfing 


the Scots in moſt of their ſuits, their Eccleſiaſtical Preferments, which 
greedily and ambitiouſly they hunted after, and thereby drawing on 
himſelf the general hatred not only of the Scots, but Scotizing Eng- 
liſh. But of this Prelate we have ſpoke ſo much upon other occafi-

Amongſt which none did plead the cauſe with greater fer- 
 vency, then that which was tendred in the name of the Gentry and 
Clergy of the Dioceſsof Caxterbury 3 partly out of the eſteem they 
had to. their Metropolitan , and partly out of the affetion , which 
they carried to the cauſe it ſelf. In which Petition i was ſhewed, 
That notwithſtanding this Kingdom, hath by the ſingular Providence of 
Atnighty God for many years laſt paſt happily flouriſhed above all other 
Nations in the Chriſtian world. under the Religion and Government by 
Law tftabliſhed 3 yet hath it been of late moſt miſerably diſtrafted through 
the ſiniſter Praices of ſome private perſons ill affeFed to them both 5 By 
whoſe means the preſent Government is. diſgraced and traduced , the

| Church are abuſed, the Liturgie and Book of Common Prayer, depraved 
and negleFed, That abſolute model of Prayer, the Lords Prayer wilified, 
the Sacraments of the Goſpel in ſome places unduly adminiſtred, in other 
places omitted, Solemn days of F Ing obſerved, and appointed by pri- 
vate Perſons, Marriages Illegally Solemnized, Burials uncharitably per-

And that nothing might be wanting fo their infe- 
licity, an infamous Pamphlet is diſperſed, Licenſed by 1/hte Chairman 
for the Committee for Religion, under'the Title of; The #rf# Centnry of 
Scandalous and Malignant Priefts, &c. Winch though his Majeſty abo- 
minated upon very good reaſon, whenit firſt came unto his knowledge 
yet would he not give way that a Recrimination ſhould be made of the 
' adverſe Party, by ſuch as undertvok todo it on far jJuſter grounds. 

In like manner they proceeded ty the execution of another part of 
their deſign, mentioned and preſented inthefaid Propofition, touching 
a Conſultation to be had with Godly, Religious, and Learned Divines. For 
not intending to expet his Majeſties pleaſure, their Commiſſioners 
were no ſooner returned from the Treaty at 0x07. bit they cauſed ſuch 
an Aſſembly to be called by their own Authority, as ſhould be fure to 
do the Work recommended to them. The Convocation was in force, 


but not fit to be truſted 3 nor durſt they venture to commit the choice 


of men to the Beneficed Clergy, according to the courſe of National 
and Provincial $ynods : That Power they kept themſelves, commit- 
ing the Nomination. unto ſuch as ſerved'foy the ſeveral Counties, that 
ſoeach County might be furniſhed with ſuch Perſons to perform the 
Service, as could have no Authority to bind them by their Conftirati- 
ons, or any other Publick Atts, made and agreed upon th that Aſſembly. 
An Aſſembly of a very ſtrange mixture, conſiſting of a certain namber 
of the Lords and Commons, with a greater proportion of Dzv3nes, fone 
of which were Pre/atical, ſome Independent, and the greater patt of 
them Presbyterians , out of which ſpawned;another Fry by the name 


of Eraſftians. And that they might not be bound to'this Journey-

_ Such were his Majeſties pious Cares for preſerving the Peace of the 
Church, the Purity of Religion, and the poſſeſſions of his Clergy 3 
in the midſt whereof he kept his eye on the courſe of that War, which 
hitherto .he had proſecuted with ſuch good ſucceſs, with hopes of 
better fortune for the time to come. For having triumphantly brought 
.. the Queen into Oxford 1n the beginning of the $prizg. with ſome Sup- 
plies of Men, and a conſiderable Stock of Powder, Arms, and Ammu- 
nition,. which ſhe bought in Hollard, he finds himſelf in a condition 
to take the Fieid, and in this $y2z7er becomes Maſter of. the North and 
eſt, ſome few places only being: excepted. The Earl of Newcaſtle 
with his Northern Army, had cleared al] parts beyond Trext (but the 
Town of Hull) of the Enemies Forces. And with his own Army, un- | 
derthe Command of Prince *Anpert and Prince Maurice (two of the 
younger. Sons of his Siſter Elizabeth Queen of Bohemia) hereduced 
the Cities of Briſtol and Exeter, the Port-Town of Weymonth, and 
all the Towns of any importance in the Weſtern Parts, except Poole, 
Lime, and Plymonth : So that he was 1n a manner the abſolute Com- 
mander of the Counties of w:lts, Dorſet, Sommerſet, Devon, and 
Cornwal. And though the Towns of plymouth, Lime, and Poole, ſtill 
| held out againſt him 3 yet were they ſo bridled by his neighbouring 
Garriſons,that they were not able to create him any great diſturbance. 
The noiſe of which ſucceſſes was ſo loud at Loxdor, ithat moſt of the 
| leadihg men in both Houſes of Parliament, prepared for quitting of 
the. Kingdom, . and had undoubtedly ſo done; if the King had follow- 
cd his good Fortunes, and advanced toward Loxdoz - But unhappily 
diverting upon Gloceſter, he Jay fo long there without doing any thing 
to the purpoſe, that the Earl of Efex came time enough to raiſe the 
Siege, and relieve the Town, though he made not haſte enough to re- 
cover London without blows. For beſides ſome Skirmiſhes on the 
* by, which fell out to his loſs, the King with the whole Body of his 
Army overtook him at Newbary, where after a ſharp Fight (with the 
loſs of the Earl of Carzarvan, the Earl of.

Which K3zg if he had been imployed inany of 
the Southern or Weſtern Armies, he might have done his Majeſty as 
good ſervice as any whoſoever : But being in this Army, to ſerve 
againſt the Scots, his own dear Countrymen, he is ſaid to have di(- 
couraged and diſlwaded all attempts which were offered to be made 
againſt them, giving them thereby the opportunity of gaining ground- 
upon the Engliſh, till the Afrrquiſſes retreat toward York, Forin the 
opening of the Spring News came unto the Marqueſs of the taking of 
Selby by the Forces Garriſoned in Hull 3 by which neceſſitated to put 
himſelf, and the greateſt partof his Army, into the City of York, on 
 theſafety whereof the whole Fortune of the North depended.

Immediately after this ſucceſs, his Majeſty diſpatched a meſſage 
from Taveſiock. tothe two Houſes of Parliament, in which he laid be- 
fore them the miſerable Condition of the Kingdom, remembring them 
of thoſe many Meſlages which he had formerly ſent unto them for an 
accommodation of the preſent differences; and now deſiring them to 
bethink themſelves of ſome expedient by which this Iſſue of blood 
might be dried up, the diſtraction of the Kingdom ſetled, and the 
whole Nation put into-an hope of Peace and Happineſs. To which 
meſlage as to many others before,” they either gave no Anſwer, or 
ſuch an one'as: rather ſerved to widen then cloſe the breach, falſly 
conceiving, that all his Majeſties offers of Grace and Favour, pro- 
ceeded either from an inability to hold out the War, or from the 
weakneſs and irreſolution of his Counſels. Burt if inſtead of this 
Meſſage from Taveſtock his Majeſty had gone on his own errand,- and

dence, Leſſy, had followed atthe heels of the Margquiſs of Newcaſile, 
not ſtopping or diverting uponthe by, till hehad brought his Army be- 
fore Tork; the gaining whereof, as being the chief City of thoſe parts, 
broughtin all the Reſt.

This Summers Action being ended, in which the &cots had done very 
good ſervice to the Houſes of Parliament, it was thought neceſſary 
to proceediin the Tryal of the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, which had 
taken up ſo much time already, that it-ſcemed ready for a ſentence.

Jeſties 'Service, and to advancements in the Church jwho' muſt the 
Stigmatized 'for Papiſts,' or Arminians, becauſe they had not{worn 
them(elves'1nto Calvins Faction.5 his countenancing two 'or three 
Popiſh Prieſts , (for no more are named) of whom good uſe was tobe 
made in Order to the Peace and Happineſs of the Church of :F##g- 
Iznd; as had before been done by Bancroft, and'others of hisPre-.

he-preferred his Well-being before his Being. Happy in this, that- he 
accompliſhed thoſe good works in the time of his Life, which other» 
wiſe muſt have ſhrunk to nothing in the hands'of Executors. To 
ſpeak of the. Integrity of ſo great a Perſon, would be an injury to his 
Vextues: One Argument whereof may be, if there were no other, 
That in fo long a time of Power and Greatneſs, wherein'he had the 
principal managing ot Afﬀairs both in Churchand State, he made him- 
ſelf theMaſter of ſo ſmall a Fortune, that it was totally exhauſted in 
his BenefaGtions'unto Oxoz. and Reading, before remembred. The

: ed of purpoſe to defame him; and render. him more odious to the 


Common People : In which it will appear, to an equal and impartial 
Reader, That he was a man of ſuch eminent Vertues, ſuck: an exem- 
may Piety towards God, ſuch ari unwearied Fidelity to his Graci- 
ous Sovereign, of ſuch a publick Soul towards Church and State, fo 
fixt a Conſtancy in Friendſhip, and one lo little byaflſed by his private 
Intereſfes, that Plutarch, if he were alive, would: be much troubled to 
find a ſufficient Parallel wherewith to matchhimin all the Lineaments 
of perfect Vertue: MHLoe ; 

Thus lived his moſt Reverend, Renowned, and Religious Prelate z 
and thus he died; when he had lived ſeventy one years, thirteen 
Weeks, andfouy days, if at the leaſt he may be properly ſaid to die: 
the great Example of whoſe Vertue ſhall continue alway,.not only in

January being deſtined for the ſolemnities of his Commemoration, on 
which day our Laxd aſcended from the Scaffold to a Throne of Glory.
